of the “excessive” cost of the Dixon-Yates power 
in its own cost structure. What agency then 
would pay the excess cost? 

A “meeting of the minds” has been an- 
mounced by Chairman Vogel of TVA and Gen- 
eral Manager Nichols of AEC, and technicians 
of both agencies will meet to discuss the contract. 


Tach agency has an understandable interest in 


unloading the extra costs of Dixon-Yates on the 
other. But the taxpayer's interest is best ex- 
pressed in the question: Why should either TVA 
or AEC pay extra costs at all? 

The extra costs represent what would have to 
be paid for power produced by a private syndi- 
cate near West Memphis, Ark., as compared with 
what would be paid for the same power produced 
by TVA in a new steam plant at Fulton, Tenn. 
Those extra costs are not by any means fully ac- 
counted for by the taxes which Dixon-Yates 
would pay to state and local governments. 

In addition to the tax item, Dixon-Yates would 
have to pay more for borrowed money than a 
government agency would pay. It would have to 
pay more for fuel, since West Memphis is farther 
from the coal fields than Fulton. it would have 
to pay more in operating costs. And transmitting 
power across the Mississippi, instead of generat- 
ing it on the Tennessee side, would cost a great 
deal. 

By the Budget Bureau’s own estimate, these 
‘extra costs add up to $3,685,000 a year. The 
TVA contends they would actually amount to 
$5,500,000 a year. Even at the lower estimate, 
the extra costs would amount to more than 
$90,000,000 over the life of the 25-year contract. 

They would, in short, nearly double the $107,- 
000,000 original cost of the Dixon-Yates plant. 

Why should the taxpayers, either through TVA 
or AEC, or why should TVA’s customers through 
higher power rates, pay such an enormous cost 
beyond what they would have to pay if TVA 
built a steam plant at Fulton? Is it really good 
business to “save” a Government outlay of 
$107,000,000 in the next three or four years at 
the cost of $90,000,000 extra outlays over the 
next 25 years? 

These are the questions somebody should be 
asking in Washington. 
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For the Third Time 


For the third year in a row, the American Le- 
gion hag called on the Federal Government to in- 
vestigate the American Civil Liberties Union. 
The 1954 resolution adopted in Washington, re- 
peats the resolutions adopted in St. Louis in 
1953 and in New York in 1952. The gist of it 
is that the Attorney General or the House Un- 
American, Activities Committee or the Senate 
Internal § y Subcommittee—or all of them 
jointly—should go after the A. C. L. U. with a view 


to possible prosecution. 


The new resolution makes no more sense than 
the old ones. Did the Legionnaires not hear 
President Eisenhower in his address to them 
call on Americans not to give way to “hysterical 
fear”? A statement issued by the A.C.L.U.’s exec- 
utive director, Patrick Murphy Malin, who is a 
thoroughly American native of Joplin, Mo., is an 
invitation to the investigators to get busy. It says: 


The American Civil Liberties Union 1s 
completely open, as it always has been, to 
any governmental investigation. 

The A.C.L.U. has nothing to hide. Its 
work, conducted in the open for the public 
to judge, consists simply and solely of the 
defense of American civil liberties — free 
speech, fair trial and equality before the 
law—for everybody. 

It defends these rights because it believes 
in the principles of human liberty which are 
America’s heritage. And, it intends to con- 
tinue defending principles, despite un- 
founded attacks, because it believes that the 
structure of freedom must be even more 
zealously guarded today, in the face of the 
danger of the world-wide Soviet conspiracy. 


The fact that there has been no action fol- 
lowing the Legion's resolutions of 1952 and 
1953 shows that Government offictals fully 
understand the A.C.L.U.’s work. 


Surely wiser heads in the Legion will get next 
to themselves and keep this foolishness from be- 
ing renewed at its 1955 convention.

The New York ball club through years of victory came to sym- 
bolize the myth of power and success, yet now much of the na- 
tion roots for the Yankees’ defeat, magazine says; traces the de- 
cline and fall (to second place), sees ‘an American tragedy.” 


From The New Leader 


If any organization in our culture per- 


sonified the myth of the American cen- 
tury, it was the New York Yankees. 
A lonely, ‘frugal power in the base- 
ball world for many years, the Yankees 
came into their own in 1921 and, led 
by Babe Ruth, revolutionized the game 
by patenting and developing the super- 
weapon, the home run. They have since 
won 20 of the last 33 American League 
championships and 16 world titles. 
When the era of individual giants 
and big-money deals came to an end in 
1929, the Yankees 
were among the 
leaders in a new 
form of baseball 
economics — the 
farm system. From 
their outright sub- 
sidiaries and from 
the friendly minor 
teams with which 
they had “working 
agreements” came 
an endless parade 
of new players to 
move. effortlessly 
into the smooth- 
running machine at 
Yankee Stadium. 
When they were threatened toward 
season's end by some upstart con- 
tender, the Yanks had the will and the 
cash to acquire just the extra player 
they needed to win. Last October, the 


Yanks. won their fifth consecutive 


championship — even though only a 
h of their 1953 players had played 
on the 1949 team. 

Combined with their ample material 
resources were what could only be 
termed “spiritual resources.” There 
was a pride, a confidence: an individual 
robustness about being a Yankee. A 
fine right-handed pitcher named Waite 
Hoyt summed it up during the Ruth 
heyday: It's great to be young and a 
Yankee.”

But, behind the scenes, men 
like Charlie Keller and Tommy Hen- 
rich, who gave long and inspired serv- 
ice to the Yankee cause, were being 
unceremoniously dropped by the front 
office with the time-honored counsel of 
United States enterprise: Don't call us; 
we'll call you.” 

So long as Yankee fans kept coming 
through the turnstiles, it did not mat- 
ter; even when the turnstiles (and the 
rest the Stadium with them) were 
sold for a neat profit, it mattered little. 

Now the secure and prosperous Yan- 
‘kee fans are troubled. The New York 
team, which last spring sold an ace 
pitcher because of a wage dispute, is 
dying on the vine for lack of pitching. 
The New York team, now the only pen- 
nant contender in either league which 
has no Negro players (pure coincidence, 
say the owners), is in second place; 


Cleveland, which fielded an all-Negro 


outfield the other day, leads the league. 

The New York team, admiration for 
which transcended all partisan loyal- 
ties in the Ruth era, now has virtually 
an entire nation rooting for its defeat. 


Pitcher after pitcher tries his hand; 
hurried calls are made to the farm 
teams for new manpower; money is 
waved around; lineups are juggled and 
scientific “platoon systems” employed. 
None of it has helped. In the midst of 
the crisis, the organization fired its 
popular publicist, who had dreamed up 
“Old-Timers Day” and other gimmicks; 
that didn’t help either. 


The New York Yankees are several 
games behind; and, more indicative, 
their legend has been of no assistance 
in the big games which, in previous 
years, would the stepping-stones 
to New York victory. It is still possible 
that Cleveland will collapse of its own 
contradictions, that the Yankees will 
somehow pull out another champion- 
ship—but. it doesn’t look that way. 

The myth and the monuments are 
still there, but the talent seems to have 
fied to other climes; Al Rosen, the 
Cleveland infielder who ignored a hand 
injury to play in the All-Star Game and 
thereupon hit two home runs, seems 


more in the old Yankee mold than any 


of the current Stadium athletes. 
Perhaps there is a broader moral in 


all this, perhaps not. Certainly there 
Is food for thought. One thing is sure: 
The death of the Yankees is, in the 


deepest sense, a very American tragedy.

The  seventy-fourth annual 
meeting of the Negro church 
opened Wednesday and will 
close tomorrow. 

“Segregation is not only il- 
legal, it is basically immoral,” 
Thurgood Marshall, Negro attor- 
ney of Washington, D.C, told 
the convention. 

He is chief legal counsel for 
th: National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
and took a leading role in the 
fight against segregation in the 
public schools. 


Other Speakers. 


The other speakers were 
Sidney J. Phillips, president of 
the Booker T. Washington birth- 

lace memorial, Franklin county, 

a., and the Rev. Dr. F, Townley 
Lord of London, England, presi- 
dent of the Baptist World Al- 
liance. 

Discussing the Supreme Court 
ruling against segregation in the 
schools, Marshall said, “Anybody 
who speaks in favor of ‘white 
supremacy’ is not only attacking 
the Constitution and the Su- 
preme Court, but is opposing 
the will of God himself.” 

It is only “at the community 
level that the goal of equality 
can be permanently established,” 
he said, and added. regardless 
of legal decisions, this can come 
only through continuing faith 
and mutual effort.” 

Restrictions Denounced. 

Negroes “resent the legal re- 
strictions which the South en- 
forces based on color alone,” 
Phillips said in an address on 
Booker T. Washington, noted 
Negro educator who died in 
1915. 

“It is my honest opinion that 
if all restrictions were removed, 
Negroes would be content to 
fraternize with their own group 
just as other racial entities do,” 
he said. “It’s just the idea of 
being legislated against that 
makes many Negroes militant. 

My extensive travels through- 
out the North, East and West 
reveal that a very small per- 
centage of Negroes and whites 
develops close friendly rela- 
tionship even though laws in 
these areas do not forbid such 
mingling. New York is fairly 
democratic, but there is still a 
Harlem. 

“A Christian attitude, backed 
up by friendly co-operation, will 
work in the best interest of both 
races,” Phillips said. 


Talk by British Pastor. 

The Rev. Dr. Lord gave the 
annual Booker T. Washington 
memorial address at the con- 
vention last night. 

“In my own church in Lon- 
don, I preach every Sunday to 
all races and colors,” he said. 

“The problem of race rela- 
tions can be solved when we 
have true fellowship. The day 
will come when it won't mat- 
ter what is the color of your 
skin or whether your grand- 
father was a slave. For one day 
we shall be one.in Jesus Christ.” 

Negro churches need better 
trained ministers, the convention 
was told by the Rev. Dr. E. 


Luther Cunningham of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., chairman of the 
Commission on Theological Edu- | 
cation. | 

“Only 11 per cent of our min- | 
isters have had college and sem- 
inary training,” he said. 

He said that there are 40,000 
National Baptist local churches. 
Of these, 24,000 are in the rural 
South, 10,000 in the urban South, 
and 6000 in the urban North and 
West, he added.
